The Post’s Washing- 
ton correspondent says so much 
criticism has been passed upon the poi- 
icy of the treasury in determining the 
price which it would pay for silver bul- 
lion, and the question is raised in so 
many quarters whether the London 
market or the New York market should 


be used as a basis, it was suggested. to-.

“I claim,” said Mr. Preston, “that, 
in accordance with the law, the price 
of silver in the London market must 
necessarily be taken into account. It 
is the price of silver that rcgulates the 
price of silver the world over. The Lon- 
don rate has regulated it all through 
this tentury, end regulates it now. 
The London rate controlled the com- 
mercial value of silver, even when the 
mints of the Latin Union were open to 
the unrestricted coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 15% to l. ‘rhe French coinage 
ratio had nv effect after the closing of 
the mints of the Latin Union to the 
unrestricted coinage of silver. 

“Ask a banker in Paris, Melbourne, 
Calcutta or Hongkong the price of 
silver, and before answering he will 
consult the latest London quotations. 
The English market being so largely 
supplied by the United States, we 
should naturally expect to find silver 
cheaper in the United States than in 
London, and when we do not sw find it 
we cannot he!p inguiring the cauee. 
It is because tire treasury is bound iw 
tollow the law. If those charged with 
making the purchases of silver tor the 
treasury did not endeavor to ascertain 
whether the prices offered agreed with 
the market prices, and, in that en- 
deavor, did not compare offered prices 
with the price in London, the world’s 
silver market, they would be derelict 
in their duty. 

“American holders of silver bullion 
are well aware of the importance o1 
London silver quotations. I find this 
passage in the London Economist wo: 
July 8: ‘It would appear now as if the 
American producers interested.in keep- 
ing up the London price of silver, as 
that practically governs the price ai 
which the United States treasury must 
buy its quota of 4,500,00) ounces prs 
montu, have been manipulating tnis 
market, which, as it holds no large 
stuck of metal, is comparufively easily

CHICAGO, July 21.—(By the Assocle 
ated Press.) Director-General Davis 
and the Russian imperial commisioners 
had a conference today in regard to 
the trouble with the customs officers re- 
sulting in the covering of the Russian 
exhibit. The director-general expressed 
the opinion that the customs officials 
were in the wrong, and promised to see 
that the matter was righted. The Rus- 
sians declare that the charges of sell- 
ing bonded goods are false. 

The management of the fair is not 
pleased with the action of the Russian 
exhibitors in covering up their exhibit# 
because the customs officers _ Sought to 
verify the charges that they were vio 
lating the laws concerning the’ selling 
of goods in bond and the rules of the 
exposition in selling for immediate de- 
livery. 

The Russian commissioners, together 
with those of several other foreign 
countries, held a meeting today to dia- 
cuss the alleged insult to the Russian 
exhibitors by the customs officers. They 
declined to give out any information, 
but appear generally to be in rather a 
resentful mood. 

A member of the Council of Adminis- 
tration said today that it is definitely 
known that these exhibitors are violat- 
ing both the rules and the law, ant 
that unless they uncover their exhibits 
the exposition will put a custodian in 
charge, under a contract signed by 
them, and conduct the exhibit at their 
expense. 

The national commissioners today 
confirmed the following appointments 
as judges of awards: Prof. W. B. Ris- 
ing of Berkeley, Cal. department of 
manufactures; Laura de Force Gordon, 
of Lodi, Cal., agriculture; Miss Addie Fil- 
Hott of Santa Rosa, Cal., horticulture; 
Mary Hallock Foote of Boise, Idaho, 
fine arts. 

The weather continues bright and 
cool.

Their Powers are Recognized by the United 
States Supreme Court. 

WASHINGTON, July 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) ‘The decision.of the 
United States Supreme Court in the 
case of the Union Pacific vs. Goodridge, 
just reported, holds that all shippers 
must be treated by carriers with abso- 
lute equality. It distinctly recognizes 
the right of the law-making bodies to 
bégulate the railways through the rail- 
way commissions, especially that fea- 
ture of State and federal legislation 
which requires carriers to obtain the 
permission of the commission before 
granting lower rates to persons and 
places. The case was brought under 
the statutes of Colorado, which prohibit 
discrimination in practically the same 
language as is employed in the inter- 
state commerce law. Discrimination is 
charged on shipments of coal to Denver.

DISAGREEING PASSENGER AGENTS. 

CHICAGO, July 21.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Western roads did 
not reach a definite, conclusion today 
in regard to reduced rates for the 
World’s Fair, but there is a reasona- 
ble prospect of their doing so tomor- 
row. If the present prevailing idea is 
carried out, the basis will practically be 
one fare for the round trip. All rs 
were removed today which have hith- 
erto prevented cuts made by the Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific be- 
tween Puget Sound and St. Paul being 
applied through any Missouri River 
gateway except Omaha. The Union 
Pacific made a rate of $33.60 from 
points on its line competitive with 
these two roads to Omaha via Ogden.

Griffin of Denver, who is 
treasurer of the Chicago and Kansas 
City Mining Company, which has a 
paid up capital of $1,000,000, also re- 
ceiver of the Western Farm Mortgage 
and Trust Company, has purchased 
property in Los Angeles county to the 
value of $37,500, through a new real es- 
tate firm, which has opened a large of- 
fice on Broadway. Mr. Griffin has 
bought two choice pieces of pr@erty. 
One is the Henry Hamilton place at 
Old San Gabriel, consisting of forty 
acres in citrus fruits, the price paid 
being $27,500. The other tract is 
twelve acres of improved land at High. 
land Park, for which $10,000 was paid. 

AT SIERRA MADRE. 

The same firm has. sold for G. P. 
Fitzgerald of Duarte to H. A. Unruh, 
agent for KE. J. Baldwin, forty-three 
acres, unimproved, at Sierra Madre, 
with ninety-eight. shares of water 
stock, for $12,500. This is at the rate 
of about $300 per acre, and shows what 
old residents, who are thoroughly well 
informed, think of the value of prop- 
erty in the garden valley of the State. 

The real estate firm referred to has 
sold during the week property to the 
value of over $70,000, which, consider- 
ing the dullness of the market at pres- 
ent, is certainly a creditable achieve- 
ment. 

ELFCTRIC ROAD TO. PASADENA. 

Residents of East Los Angeles are at 
present much interested in the con- 
templated extension of electric 
road té Pasadena, recognizing the fact 
that this improvement could give their 
beautiful section a great impetus. It 
has been reported that the Consoli- 
dated would abandon the construction 
of the Buena Vista street bridge, and 
cr the river by the Aliso street line, 
which is now of horse power. This 
would give connection with the San 
Gabriel Rapid Transit, now the prop- 
erty of the Southern Pacific. Accord- 
ing to the report, the company was to 
sell that portion of the line from Aliso 
street to Shorb’s to the electric people, 
having no further use for it. This was 
then to be electricized, and continued 
to ymond and Pasadena. The South- 


_ern Pacific people say there is no foun- 


dation for this report. The line to 
Shorb’s passes through an uninhabited 
territory, which would yield no reven- 
ues at present, while a line through 
t Los Angeles would pay well from 
the start. It has also been stated that 
the contributors of the $2000 subsidy 
for the electric line would not pay the 
money. East-siders say, on the con- 
trary, that the amount can be had 
within twelve hours. While there are 
different opinions as to the best route 
for the road to follow through East 
Angeles, all desire to see it run to 
the East Side Park, which would at- 
tract much travel. The cable road, for 
Some unknown reason, stops two blocks 
this side of the park, which has been 
made a very attractive place. 
THIRD-STREET TUNNEL. 

The City Engineer has prepared an 
estimate of the amount of work neces-

posed Third street tunnel, and tans 
expense.

From Palm Valley, in the Salton 
desert, was shipped this week the 
first two carloads of grapes ripe in the 
State of California. They were sent to 
the World's Fair. Yuma could have 
sent a carload two weeks ago, had any 
effort been made by Arizona's World's 
Fair Commissioners to have our early 
fruits represented at that exhibition. 

Tne Santa Cruz River has an im- 
mense underground flow. This has 
been drawn on profitably by William 
Hartt, who, on the desert, made a 
fine and profitable ranch. At the re- 
quest of a Tucson paper he has fur- 
nished figures, in which he claims 
pumping pays @ rancher better than 
ditch rights.

WILLER'S SPIRIT, 


‘Dr. Dillingham Said She’ 


Talked With It. ~ 


Singular Story Related by an 
Insane Woman. 


She Was Physician, Medium and 
Detective Combined. ; 


judge McKinley Commits an Incorrigible to 
the Whittier School—One Divorce 
Granted in Department 
Six—Court Notes. 


“He's one of these street saints and 


home detfils.”’ 

It was strong language for a woman, 
but the remark of Mrs. Dillingham, 
commonly known as “Doc” Dillingham, 
was received with but little surprise by 
the spectators in Judge McKinley's 
court yesterday afternoon. 

Almost every one, particularly mem- 
bers of the city police, who has had 
occasion to be about the streets away 
along during the night and the small 
hours of the morning has noticed the 
figure of a little old woman, skinny 
and wrinkled, carrying a chest-like 
grip resembling a small trunk in form 
and design. This was “Dr.” Dilling- 
ham. The woman was an incessant 
talker, and something of a nuisance to 
those who might be so unfortunate as 
to enjoy a passing acquaintance with 
her. She will not be seen again for 
a while, however, for Judge McKinley, 
when Drs. Wernigk and Hiughes had 
completed their examination yesterday, 
ordered that she be-sent to the insane 
asylum at Agnews. 

Mrs. Dillingham, for several years 
past, has spent most of her time on the 
streets, but it is only of late that her 
presence has become so disagreeable as 
to render it advisable to examine into 
her sanity. Last week she was heard 
to make threats against the lives of 
members of her family. Thereupon 
Humane Officer Wright swore to a com- 
plaint charging her with being of un- 
sound mind. 

The “‘doctor’’ appeared in court at 

the appointed time yd@@terday in charge 
of a deputy sherit{, fortihed with a 
number of witnesses and hér insepa- 
able batte chest. 
Officer Wright testified that. he had 
known Mrs. Dillingham for six or eight 
years. He had betieved her to be gen- 
erally harmless, but of late she haa be- 
come more violent than she ever had 
been before. It was on account of the 
threats she had made against her 
daughter and young 
Alexander that the complaint hag been 
made. 

W. H. Dillingham was then sworn. 
He said that Mrs. Dillingham was his 
wife. 
for a number of years, but auring the 
past three or four months had lett the 
tamily residence on the Kast Side and 
come over to the city, saying that she 
would look out for herself. She also 
had said that, if the witness did not 
jet her go her own way, she would fix 
him so tnat he could do nothing to her. 

Then Minnie Dillingham; the daugh- 
ter, told how her motner had come over 
to the house on Sunday and threatened 
that, if she (the daughter) did not 
cease keeping company with Charles 
Alexandér, sane would kill her. The 
‘“‘doctor’’ had threatened previously to 
do her bodily harm. 

The patient next had her innings, and 
she made good use of the time allotted 
her by keeping her tongue going inces- 
santly. Starting in by teliing of tne 
many alleged indignities that had been 
thrust upon her at home, she rambled 
on until she hit upon her favorite topic 
of spiritualism, and then she fairly 
bubblea over with suppressed excite- 
ment. 


Dr. Wernigk broached the subject 


“when he asked: “‘Welill, you are a sort 


of medium, ain't when the 
woman began very positively, ‘Yes, 
sir, 1 am.”’ 

“You take a great interest in murder 
trials, too, don’t you?’ 

‘“‘Well, 1 did in the Miles case, for I 
am a aetective as well as a meaium, 
and have it in my power to find out 
things which, other people cannoi.”’ 

‘Ihe queries had veen put more in a 
jesting manner than otherwise by the 
physician, but even the judge listened 
intently to the singular talk that fol- 
lowed, as the queer little woman con- 
tinued: 

“Il talked with the spirits of Joe Dye 
and George Miller through my daugn- 
ter Minme, here. We had at all ar- 
ranged one day, and sat around a table. 
Minnie was to be the medium and when 
all was right she suddenly fell in a 
trance on the floor. After she had be- 
come almost limp I noticed a motion. 
It was the action of the spirit of Joe 
Dye. I said ‘Hello, who is this?’ and 
my daughter said ‘Joe Dye.’ I then 
said ‘Well, you have got back, Joe, 
but there is nothing to drink here.’ 
Then 1 said again, ‘Hello, Joe; who 
killed Miller?’ My daughter, in her 
trance, wrote a given name, and the 
spirit left. Of course Miller’s spirit it- 
self could not tell who had murdered 


| him because he was drunk at the time. 


When Miller's spirit came into Minnie’s 
body the girl all at once put her hand 
up to her head, about the place where 
the blow was struck that killed Miller, 
and then she began to speak. Miles, 
Miller’s partner, came up several times 
to interview Miller’s” spirit through 
Minnie in the endeavor to find out who 
the murderer was. I followed the thing 
up for about three months and then 
dropped 

The strangest part of the whole story 
Was that the daughter admitted that 
something had happened similar to 
what her mother had detailed, although 
she herself did not believe in spirits. 

Mrs. Dillingham, after discoursing a 


while longer on the topic, turged back |. 


to her home life and accused ‘her hus- 
band of, being the cause of her unhap- 
piness. “‘He was one of these street 
angels and home devils,”’ she said, as 
she brought the tirade to an end. 

Mr. Dillingham, a sober, hard-work- 
ing mechanic, appeared to have en- 
dured a great deal at the hands of his 
wife, and it was shown that he did 
nothing to merit the harsh statements 
made concerning himself by the er- 
ratic -woman. 

‘At the conclusion. of the examination 
the court ordered that Mrs. Dillingham 
be committed to Agnews, as above 


noted. 
THEY WERE EVEN. 

In Justice Bartholomew's court yes- 
terday J. B. Ropp pleaded guilty to the 
charge of disturbing the peace, pre- 
ferred by J. Larquier, but he was con- 
vieted just the same and fined $10, 
which he paid. The case constituted 
the closing chapter of a neighborly row 
which the defendant had with Larquier 
last week up in the Cahuenga district. 

As a result of the disturbance Lar- 
quier was first arrested.

CHAUTAUQUA. 


A New Speaker on the Long 
Beach Platform. 


Rev. A. W. Lamar Tells of Southern Days 
Past—The Usual Routine of Class 
Work Continues Saturday's 
Programme. 


After the devotional hour at the Long 
Beach Chautauqua, on Friday morning, 
led by Rev. A. J. Frost, Dr. Kent dis- 
coursed iuterestedlv upon ‘Hosea; the 
Story of Supreme Love."’ 

The week draws to a close, finding the 
study workof the assembly well organ- 
ized and excellent work being done. 
The range of topics is wide, and all 
tastes can find opportunity for congen- 
ial wors. The hours have been ar- 
ranged for as little clash as_ possible, 
and from the various departments re- 
ports come of much interest being de- 
veloped. 

The chorus is getting into harmonious 
condition, and gives promise of making 
the opening concert one of the mest en- 
joyable cvenings of the programme. 

The afternoon opened with a piano 
recital by Neally Stevens, with vocal 
solos interspersed. Quite an claborate 
and thoroughly enjoyable programme 
Was rendered. It opened with 
Miss Stevens's performance of 
cata’’ and ‘Fugue,’ by Bach- 
Tausig: ‘Scherzo’’ bv Jadassohn, 
‘‘Eclogue’’ by Raff, ‘Etude, Mignon’’ 
by Foote, and ‘‘Staccalelia’’ by Stern- 
berg. Miss Fowler then sang the song 
from ‘‘Lucretia Borgia’’ by Vonnizetti. 
‘Sonata,’ Op. 31, No. 8, by Beethoven, 
comprising allegro, scherzo, minuetto 
and presto, by Miss Stevens followed, 
after which Miss Park sang an aria 
from ‘‘Semiramide.’’ by Rossini, aud 
responded to an encore. The closing 
performance by Miss Stevens opened 
with a modern minuetto, specially 
written for her by Barita, and closing 
with Liszt’s *‘Nocturno’’ and ‘‘Taran- 
telle.’’ The recital had a good audience 
and was much enjoyed. 

-At the round table hour Prof. Miller 
spoke upon books and reading, anda 
pleasant and profitable hour was passed 

An innovation in the evening was the 
musical prelude from ambush—from the 
room back of the stage: ‘You might 
not see the singer, but ajl could hear 
the song.’’ Prayer followed by Kev. 
Mr. Spoor of Redlands. 

Rev. A. W. Lamar occupied the plat- 
form with the chief feature of the 
evening, in the form of his lecture upon 
‘Recollections of Dixie Before the 
War.’’ He painted most graphic pic- 
tures of the sunny side of the old pian- 
tation days, when, tothe boyish minds 
like his, the system there was all that 
was grand and good, and nothing that 
was to be deplored. His character 
sketches were remarkably taithful, and 
the discourse bubbled with dialectic wit.

The fact, which is noted in our agri- 
cultural department, that a contract 
has at length been let for the construc- 
tion of the buildings of the co-opera- 
tive beet sugar factory at Anaheim is 
of more than usual interest to all who 
are concerned in the progress of South- 
ern California. It is not so much the 
importance of this single enterprise 
to which we refer. but to the great 
possibilities which it foreshadows. 

Under favorable legislation,’ the 
growing of sugar beets and the manu- 
facture of beet sugar in Caltfornia may 
Become an industry second only in im- 
portance to horticulture, and very lit- 
tie behind that industry in the annual 
value of its products. Additional in- 
terest attaches to the Anaheim enter- 
prise, because it is the first to be es- 
tablished in the United States on the 
co-operative plan, which has proved 
so successful in Germany. 

At Chino, this season, there are about 
5000 acres in sugar beets, the planting, 
cultivating, pulling, topping and haul- 
ing of which give employment to a 
small army of men and boys. At Wat- 
sonville, there are this seasdn no less 
than S000 acres in beets. Last season 
there were harvested in the Pajaro 
Valley 56,000 tons of beets, and the fac- 
tory turned out 6000 tons of crude 
sugar. At Watsonville the farmers are 
now paid $3 a ton, Straight, for all 
beets delivered. They do not test there 
for sugar contents, as is done at 
Chino, before fixing the price, as the 
average percentage of saccharine mat- 
ter has been found to run very even, 
approaching 16 per cent. At $5 a ton, 
the farmep gets from $80 to $100 an 
acre, of which $52 goes for expenses of 
planting and harvesting. provided the 
work is hired. When the farmer does 
his own work, however-—perhaps with 
the assistance of a portion of his fam- 
iy—he may count on $75 an acre in- 
come, or $1500 from twenty acres. Few 
crops can show a better return than 
this. The work is all done within a few 
months; the farmer does not have to 
Wait years for returns, as in fruit 
growing, and there.is comparatively 
little fluctuation { e value of the 
product, which is always as saleable 
as gold. The value of such a crop 
as this, in con ion with horticulture, 
is manifest. 

jn the Anaheim enterprise, a major- 
ity of the stockholders deed to the 
company, in lieu of cash, one acre of 
Sugar beet land. clear of incumbrance. 
for each share, and cbligate themselves 
to raise and furnish to the factory one 
acre of sugar beets for each share of 
stock, during five years. After the 
bonded indebtedness of the company 
has been paid off, all the land deeded 
to the corporation is redeeded to the 
respective grantors. The company will! 
buy beets from the stockholders just 
as if ty had no interest in the enter- 
prise, and the profits will be divided at 
the end of the season.

The financial excitement in Denver 
is passing away. It is the same story 
that we had in Los Angeles, and which 
we get from other places. There comes 
a Wild and unreasoning rush to with- 
draw money from the banks, against 
the standing of which nothing is 
knewn. Then when it is over, peo- 
ple look at each other and wonder what 
all the trouble was about. After that, 
they begin to bring their deposits back, 
-and within ten days you can find no- 
body who is candid enough to admit 
that he was the least bit scared. They 
all happened to have pressing need for 


their money at that particular time, 
that was all. 


It is a curious financial disease, which 
is running its course through the coun- 
try at present, and ofe which presents 
many interesting features to the stu- 
dent of sociology. 

One phase of the question, which has 
not been sufficiently insisted upon, is 
the share which speculation has had 
in producing these financial complica- 
tions. Never in the history of the 
world has speculation been so rife in 
all branches of human activity as dur- 
ing the past ten years. Gambling in 
stocks, and wheat, and pork, and other 
commodities has assumed immense pro- 
portions. It has come to pass that the 
man who sticks to a legitimate busi- 
ness is regarded as an old fogy.

Demonetize Gold ?—No! 

LONG BEACH, July 20, 1893.—(To the 
Edjtor of The Times:) J. B. Young. in 
noticing my formercommunication to The 
Times, is correct in saying there would be 
no depreciation in the price of silver, 
though it were quadrupled in quantity, pro- 
vided the consumption were also quad- 
rupled. 

In reply to his question, “If Congress 
should determine to not only pro- 
hibit the use of silver as money, but also 
prohibit it from being used inthe arts,what 
would then be the price of silver? 
like conditions —- imposed upon gold, 
‘ would got its value accordingly 
decline*"’ 

Answer—Under such circumstances sil- 
ver probably would not be worth as much 
as pig-iron. Butthe action of our govern- 
ment alone could not depress gold in the 
least, unless the production should be 
greatly increased. Because, as things now 
are, it is the measure of values the world 
over. It will buy ivory in Africa, teas in 
China, rugs and silks in India, as well as 


coined by our government or by any other 
government, or if uncoined. Andif our 
government should prohibit its use as 
money and in the arts, it would be gladly 
and eagerly taken by all the rest of 
Christendom and heathendom. Do we 
want the best and universal medium of 
exchange or a make-shift: Fiat money—a 
mere promise to pay, without the coin 
behind it—might answer in settling the 
balances of trade between ourselves, and 
within our own country, but we are contin- 
ually expanding our trade with other 
| nations. and are making strenuous efforts 
toincrease that trade. How would such 
balances settled if the use of gold should 
be prohibited, as Mr. Young suggests? 
And if. government virtually 
demonetize gold, by the free coinage of ail 
silver that may be brought to it, from any 
quarter of the globe, Il predict that within 
twenty-four hours from the passage of such 
a law gold will sell ata premium, and will 
rapidly disappear as a circulating medium 
OUr Country, and, instead of a bimetallic 
money system, as now, we would be solidly 
established on a moncmetallic basis, and 
that of silver. I regret that Mr. Young 
should imply that those of either side of 
this question are trying to *fool"’ any one. 
The Times sbowed in its masterly editorial 
of last Monday, that only about $8,000,000 
had been the aggregate silver coinage of 
our government from its fvundation in 
1776 to 1878. During that period we had 
been the most prosperous nation on the 
face of the earth. But now, in the vear 
1893, having increased our silver pur- 
chases and coinage till the vaults at Wash- 
ington contain $500,000,000, we are con- 
fronted with one of the most serious mone- 
tary panicsever known fm this country.

YOUNG MR. ECKELS. 


The Fresh Little Official is Very Neatly 
Rebuked. 

(San Francisco Chronicle:) Young 
Mr. Eckels, who was pitchforked into 
the position of Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency by Cleveland, though he, Uckels, 
knew no more about national banking 
and finance than he did about cunei- 
form inscriptions, has been airing his 
views. on the subject of the monetary 
situation. He says that the present is 
not a time of panig¢, but of slow liqui- 
dation, the result of undue speculation 
and unwise financial legislation. Dis- 
aster, he says, has fallen upon the 
speculative institutions and boom cities 
of the States of Washington, Califor- 
nia, Colorado, Kansas Missouri, 
which have in turn injured the solvent 

The opinion of this second Daniel 
come to judgment would be more valu- 
able if he knew something of the facts 
on which he predicates his statements. 
In this State, for example, the boom 
city, par excellence, was Los Angeles, 
yet not only was Los Angeles never so 
prosperous as today, but no city in 
California is more so. Seattle and Ta- 
coma, in Washington, are recovering 
rapidly from a temporary depression, 
caused rather by overbuilding than by 
speculation, and are very far from be- 
ing overtaken by disaster.

tain States is caused solely by specu- 
lation, as Mr. Eckels avers, what -has 
he to say regarding the stringency in 
other countries, notably England, 
where things have been going from bad 
to worse for several years, and where 
certain industries are almost extinct?

SAN FRANCISCO, July -20.—A-little

“I was standing here yesterday look- 
ing at the Governor's window,” said 
Tod, “when I saw the Governor raise 
the sash and reach out and wave his 
hand backward and forward, this way, 
several times.’’ 

“What was he doing that for?’ asked 
the country jourtalist.

Your correspondent submits this as 
the latest autnvritative report concerh- 
ing the position of the Governor on the 
SNaturial questivn. have been 
no other posiuve indications from head- 
have been several indica- 
tions on tne outside wnicn 1 think are 
important. lt is reported that De 
Young had quite an extended confer- 
ence with the Wovernor .uesaay even- 
ing, and that the former came away 
looking as though he nad heard some- 
thing pleasant. ihat his looks were a 
mere affectation is pretty evident. 

Yesterday afternoon the Post and the 
Report published articies identical in 
character charging that Steve Gage had 
brought the sack into requisition 
against De Young; that the stanford 
exchequer had been drawn upon to the 
extent of $30,000 for this purpose, and 
that, if De Young failed to receive the 
appointment, he might know it was 
Stanford’s money which had beaten 
him. The Report embellished its ar- 
ticle with a picture of a plethoric sack. 
ISverybody conversant with the status 
of the San Francisco press knew that 
these articles had been inspired by the 
same person, and that the inspiration 
was either C. P. Huntington or M. 
de Young. The Examiner, this morn- 
ing, probably puts a correct interpreta- 
tion upon the matter when it attrib- 
utes the attack to De Young himself. 
If this is correct it means a good deal. 
It means that De Young is not so 
happy as he looked when he came 
away from the conference, and that he 
has taken this method of cracking his 
whip over the Governor's head. To 
the average looker-on from the summit 
of a stump this seems iike a bad break. 
Gov. Markham is not the man to be 


-influenced by such coercive measures, 


unless, indeed, it determines him not 
to appoint De Young in any event. 

It is hardly necessary for Mrs. Stan- 
ford to furnish an indignant denial of 
the story of the sack. Mrs. Stanford 
is not in politics, and would have no 
proper incentive for throwing her 
money away in such fashion. As for 
the Governor, if he were ever so menial, 
he would not® dare dispose of the Sen- 
atorship for coin. It would throw him 
down from the high pinnacle of respect 
which he now occupies to the very 
depths of ‘infamy. But nobody who 
thinks anything of his opinion would 
intimate that Gov. Markham is under 
temptation. He is so far above sus- 
picion that the story is simply ridicu- 
lous. 

I offer a very safe opinion when I say 
that De Young is now out of the race. 
It was reported yesterday that Irwin C. 
Stum> had received an intimation that 
the plum is not for him,

ten years she has lived in the seclusion 
of her home, from which she is now 
dragged but a few days after her hus- 
band’s death to hear it charged that 
she has bribed the Governor of Cali- 
fornia. There are men who would 
rather not be Senator than do this 
thing, even if it were true, but not the 
slightest evidence is offered to gupport 
the charge. On the contrary, Mrs. 
Stanford says it is a lie and the lie of 
a coward. She said so last night to a 
reporter of the Examiner, who called at 
the house of mourning on California- 
street hill. 

At first she showed no feeling and in 
a calm way asked if her life in Califor- 
nia made it necessary for her to say 
that the man who had not dared to put 
down his name on the paper that con- 
tained that charge told 9n untruth.

DE YOUNG NOT IN LINE. 


He is Told by the Governor to Cerese His 
Importunities. 

. The following is from the San Fran- 

cisco Post of Thursday: 

“Contrary to expectation Gov. Mark- 
ham did not return to Sacramento Jast 
night, and as a consequence he is still 
being besieged with, visitors in his 
rooms at the Rolace Hotel. Yesterday 
above all others was his busy day, for 
what with exchanging calls with Vice- 
President Stevenson and listening to 
complaints of office-holders and hearing 
arguments for Senatorial candidates, 
his day and evening were completely 
occupied. 

The official visit of the Vice-Presi- 
dent was not, of course, connected in 
any way with the Senatorship, and in 
the exchange of courtesies no mention 
of Mr. de Young was made, strange as 
it may seem, but the visit passed off 
pleasantly for all that. 

* It seems, however, that prior to the 
visit of the Vice-President there had 
been an interesting interview between 
the Governor and Mr. de Young, and 
the latter was told, not in so many 
words, but in an indirect way, that he 
was not in line to succeed Senator 
Stanford. Among the friends of Gov. 
Markham, at all events, this was the 
story that passed current, and great 
was the rejoicing as it became more 
generally known. According to those 
who should be in a position to know 
just what they are talking about and 
who have free access to the guberna- 
torial presence, Markham sent for De 
Young early in the day ahd told him 
that his cand.dacy for Senatorial honors 
could not be considered any longer. It 
had been found that the sentiment of 
the people was too strongly opposed to 
any such arrangement, and that the 
public temper was not such as to be 
tampered with under the circumstances. 

“Said one prominent Republican, who 
is very near to Gov. Markham: 

“It is true that I was not present, 


but I am told on very good authority | 


that there was something of a scene 
when the result was made known. De 
Young, I am told, was simply livid 
with rage, and he made all sorts of 
statements about what he would do in 
the future. This had not the slightest 
effect upon the mind of the Governor, 
who quietly suggestd that, as he was 
trying to do his duty without regard to 
future preferment, he had no fear of 
anything that might follow.’ 

‘Most important of the visitors who 
dropped int® room 78 during the even- 
ing was Justice Fitzgerald, of the Su- 
preme Court, who came to give his 
ideas of the situation, and who made it 
his task to advance a few reasons to 
show why Morris M. Estee should be 
named for the vacant place. 

“The justice is not at all backward 
when he feels it his duty to speak for a 
friend, and for more than an hour he 
struggled with the Governor. That his 
errand was not successful was indi- 
cated very clearly by his looks when 
he walked out of the Market-street 


door of the hotel and turned his way 


homeward with a puzzled expres- 
sion upor his smoothly - shaven 
face. He looked lixe a man who had 


been bowled over completely, and who 
realized that his mission had been a 
fruitless one. 

“Senator Mahoney called later on, 
and he, too, had a long list of\ argu- 
ments to show that the only man for 
whom the people were in perfect ac- 
cord was Estee. But he went away 
feeling discouraged and down-hearted. 

“The truth of the matter seems to be 
that Markham has fully made up his 
mind not to appoint either Estee, Fel- 
ton or De Young, and his friends 
openly state that the fight has nar- 
rowed down to Stump, Scott and Per- 
kins, with the first-named far in the 
lead. There is @ settled conviction, in 
fact, that Stump has been practically 
decided upon, and that, unless some 
radical change takes place within the 
next forty-eight hours, he will be given 
the commission."

Said to Have Been Decided Upon by the

SAN FRANCISCO, July 21.—(By the 
Associated Press.) Gov. Markham left 
here today for Sacramento without an- 
nouncing his choice for United States 
Senator to succeed the late Senator 
Stanford. An afternoon paper, how- 
ever, states that he has decided to ap- 
point Irwin C. Stump to the position, 
and that the appointment will prob- 
ably be made public tomorrow. Stump

POSTOFFICE FIGURES, 

The Star has published a synopsis of 
Postmaster Kernaghan’s annual report to 
June 30, 1893, from which the following 
extracts are taken: “The total receipts 
were $46,651.19, made up as follows; 
Balance on hand July 1, 1892, $350.35; 
4690 domestic orders issued, $54,380.84; 
feces on same, $345,85; 3162 postal notes 
issued, $4176 27; fees on same, $94.62, 
262 international orders issucd, $5260.46; 
fees on same, $44.80; drafts on New York, 
$3000. Disbursements: %567 domestic 
orders paid, $54,747.49; 1455 postal] notes 
paid, $2396.56; 
paid, $1468.58; 26 domestic orders paid, 
$170.31; deposited with postmaster at 
Los Angeles, $1060. 

“From the sales of stamps, envelopes, box 
rents, etc., there was derived for the past 
year a_ revenue of $15,676.16, as against 
$13,126.54 the previous year, which is an 
increase of nearly 20 per cent. Out of this 
amount, after deducting salaries and other 
running expenses of the office, the post- 
master was able to remit a balance of 
$5658.43, which is $2859.32 more than 
was so remitted at the close of the fiscal 
year 188°." 

“An estimate of the number of letters re- 
ceived shows am increase of over 40 per 
cent. as compared with a corresponding 
period of the previous year. The figures in 
the registry department show that there 
were 098 letters and packages received 
during the year and 2609 sent.

An effort is being made in this county ‘by’ 
representative citizens to have a chdiige 
made in the game law affecting the killing 
of deer at certainseasons. ‘The following 
petition from J. A. Turner and others, has 
been presented to the Board of Supervisors 
and the same will be considered next Mon: 
day at the regular meetingsot the board: ‘- 

‘We, the undersigned, citizens of Orange 
county, respectfully represent and show 
that the ‘close season’ for the killing of any 
male deer in the State of California is from 
the 15th day of October to the Ist day of» 
September of each year (sec. 626; Pénal* 
Code as amended, statutes 1893, p. 278:) 
that the boards of supervisors of the sev’ 
eral counties of the State of California are 
authcrized and empowered to change the 
beginning and ending of the close season 
mentioned in such sections, whenever, fn 
their judgment, they shall deem such 
change advisable. (Sec. 656, Penal Code 
as amended, statutes 1893, p. 216.) 

“We most respectfully ask that your hon- 
orable body do pass an ordinance, and 
cause the same to be published, changing : 
said ‘close season’ for the killing of any 
male Jeerinthe county of Orange from 
said October 15 to September 1, to and’ 
from the Ist day of August to the 15th day 
of September of each year, and for the rea- 
son that nearly the entire period of the.

The local market is at present sup- 
plied with almost all the fruits known 
to Southern California. The stores 
present an attractive appearance. 

The week has beena favorable one, 
climatically, although in the coast dis- 
tricts the temperature has been rather 
low, with some fog in place#’ Apricot 
drying progressed favorably, a consid- 
erable portion of the crop being ready 
for market, but sales are slow, owitg 
to stringency in the money market. 

Around Pomona apricots are about 
all gathered, and shipments so far-are 
light. About six carloads of dried 
fruit have been shipped from that point. 
The rest is all being held by local buy- 
ers. About 1000 tons will constitute 
the crop. Growers have received from 
$20 to $25 per ton. 

Tulare county has shipped several 


cars at 8; to 12 cents. Prices of- 
fered over the State- vary from $18 to 
$25 for drying, and $25 to $35 for 
canning sizes. 

The vice-president of the Santa 
Clara Couftty Fruit Exchange, the 
cojperative society of the Santa Clara 
Valley orchardists, writes as follows to 
The Times: : 

“It has been suggested that The Times. 
would be glad to give publicity to what 
we discover in the interest of fruit- 
growers. We wish you would. We 
would be glad to put you onour mee 
ing list if you would make the matter 
public. We desire farmers to hold 
crops till they are ready to market and 
then sell. We are opposed to all kinds 
of speculation, but desire to begin sell- 
ing at market rates when crops are 
ready, and distribute sales through the 
year as fast as the market will take~- 
them, instead of crowding the stuff all 
off in ninety days, to be mustly taken 
by speculators. Two or three specu- 
lators are selling the»prune market 
short at low prices; they can’t buy to 
fill without loss up here, but fear they 
may at the South.’’ 

Bulletin No. 7 of the exchange, 
which ts inclosed in the letter, draws 
attention to the fact that middle men 
orspeculators are selling prunes for 
future delivery at 5 cents, when, to’ 
fill their contracts at a profit and pay 
expenses, they must rely on buying 
from growers at not much exceeding 4 
cents. To win, it is said they are relv- 
inf on scaring growers with blood- 
curdling stories of enormous crops, 
great’stocks carried over and distress- 
ing lack of money. The bulletin— 
which, it should be remembered, is pub- 
lished in the heart of the greatest 
prune-producing region of the State— 
claims that .no abnormal crops exist 
apy where and old stocks are light. . As 
to finances, that while there are no 
funds for speculation, there is every in- 
dication that money wili be easily 
forthcoming to take and pay for all 
kinds of produce as fast as it is needed 
for consumption. 

It isfurther claimed that no legiti- 
mate buyer of dried fruit desires at this 
fime to order any fruit whatever for. 
future delivery. In the uncertain con- 
dition of trade they prefer to wait until 
they are about to need it. Eastern 
brokers want to do business on some 
basis or another sothat they can pay. 
expenses. | 

The prune crop of the Pomona Vailey 
is reported to be improving daily. 

In peaches, little is doing so far. ‘Up 
North offers have been made at 7 cents 
for dried fruit. Canners, who are buy- 
ing lightly, are paying in northern 
counties $30 for. freestones and $40 
for clings. ‘ 

The orange market is retaining its 
bad reputation to the last. A few Med- 
iterranean sweets have becn shipped, 
for which it has been hard to get 
$1.50 f.o.b. 

More Lady de Coverly seedless grapes 
are going forward from Palm Springs, 
on the Colorado Desert. 

Arizona horticulturists get prices 
which are calculated to make the 
mouths of their California brethren 
water. From 7 cents down to 239 
cents a pound, on the tree, for apricots, 
ought to be better than gold mining. 

Potatoes are going forward to Colo- 
radoand Texas points at about the 
same prices quoted last week—55 cents 
f.o.b. Some cabbage has been shipped 


Big Apricots. 

Some apricots of cnormous size, from 
Ventura county, were left at the Times 
office last week. They are what are 
known as the Sparks Mammoth variety, 
having been evoluted by W. W. Sparks, 
an intelligent horticulturist, some dozen 
years ago. There are avout fifty trees, 
and from the time they were 8 years 
old they have averaged 200 pounds io 
the tree. The fruit is said to be par- 
ticularly fine for canning. It has sold 
at from $40 to $50 per ton. It re- 
quires less sugar in canning than ordi- 
nary varieties, and is excellent for dry- 
ing purposes. It ripens about the same 
time as the Roval. 


An Open Wound. . 

The following from a Warren (Pa.) 
paper, in regard to thqe manner in 
which ‘‘naval’’ oranges are manufac- 
factured, evinces more than usual In- 
telligence on the part of the Eastern 
tenderfoot concerning horticultural 
matters on the Pacific Coast: 

“Probably few people who eat the 
delicious naval or seedless oranges sold 
in Warren stop to consider that the abs 
sence of seeds proves the orange has 
been subjected to an operation. Itisa 
fact, however. Long before the fruit 
ripens, and while quite young, the in- 
Siue of the orange is pulled out through 
a deft opening at the end, and all the 


seeds removed. The meat is replaced 


showing the serious effect which the 
stringency of the market is exercising 
upon the canning industry of the State. 
The canners are unable to obtain the 
usual accomodations and consequently 
many of them are unable to operate. 
This state ofaffairs applies more par- 
ticularly to the San Francisco can- 
neries. In San Jose and Los Angeles 
the banks, recognizing the great im- 
portance of the industry, have been 
more liberal, andasarule have made 
the customary advances. 

These difficulties are not confined to 
the canners. The wheat raisers of the 
State are also in a dilemma. They 
have plenty of wheat, but do not know 
what to do with it, as they can raise no 
money on it. Such a condition has 
never before existed inthe State. It 
shows how intimate have become the 


‘ relations between the money market. 


and every branch of industry. 


On a City Lot. 

It is astonishing what an amount of 
fruit can be grown onan ordinary city 
lot in Southern California. Op one lot 
100x100 feet—which is only about 
equal to a lot 65x150—within ten 
minutes’ walk from The Times office, 
there are, besides an eight-room house 
andthe usual outbuildings, 16 peach 
trees, 4 figs, 4 oranges, 5 apples, 2 
plums znd 1 each..of lemon, cherry, 
loquat, walnutand pear also guavas, a 
raspberry patch, several neat lawns, a 
gum grove and an abundance of flowers. 

Of course, these trees are planted 
closer together than would be desirable 
in an orchard, but they flourish, with 
a little extra fertilizing and care. By 
carefully utilizing the space, and 
planting plenty of berries’ between 
the trees, any Los Angeles family can, 
within a few years, produce all the 
fruit needed for home consumption on 
an ordinary city lot. 


The Olive Industry. 

The California olive oil product for 
the last season has aggregated about 
ten thousand gallons. All of this has 
been bottled, and nearly all of the pro- 
duct has been sold at fair prices. The 
season’s product was not 80 great as 
the output for 1891, when 11,200 gal- 
lons of oil were made. 

At the recent frait-growers’ conven- 
tion in San Francisco Ellwood Cooper 
said the bane of the olive-growers was 
the black scale, which increases so rap- 
idly thatthe growth of some of the 
trees was retarded. It should be under- 
stood that Mr. Cooper’s remarks are 
based on his experience near the coast. 
The cost of picking, drying, making the 
oil and bottling is heavy in Caiifornia, 


and the freight to the East takes away 


much ofthe profits. The freight from 
San Francisco to New York is $1 per 
case more than the rates from the Med- 
iterranean, where labor and accesso- 
ries are low.

Ce-operative Sugar Making. 

The Times has followed the attempts 
to establish a co-operative beet-sugar 
factory in Southern California for the 
past year or two. Great obstacles 
were met with, both in the Cahuenga 
country and at Anaheim. It is pleasing 
to nete that plans for a building tor the 
Anaheim Co-operative Sugar Factory 
have at length been adopted. It is to 
be a building of brick and steel, with a 
capacity of four hundred to six hundred 
tons of beets per day, and is to be com- 
pleted within a year from signing the 
contract. 

This will be the first beet-sugar fac- 
tory conducted on the eo-operative 
plan in the United States; and-its devel- 
opment will be watched with much 
interest throughout the country. 


Riverside Organizing. 

Riverside has been perfecting its or- 
ganization of orange-growers, under 
the plan outlined atthe meeting held 
in Los Angeles. It kas been decided to 
incorporate under the laws of the State. 
Boundaries of ten districts have been 
outlined. Itis stated that more than 
90 percent. of the growers have given 
in their adherence/to the plan. 

This gives encouragement to the hope 
that the history of the next orange sea- 
son will be materially different from 
that which is past. If the other orange 
growing districts of Southern Califor- 
nia will join in the good work there is 
no reason why the industry should not 


emerge from the slough of despond in 
which it is immersed at present. 


Agricultural Machinery. 

The remarkable advance which ias 
been made in agricultural machinery in 
the United States was shown in the 
mowing-machine trials at the World’s 
Fair. The field in which the test oc, 
cursed was covered with'heavy timothy 
grass of a yleld of about three tons io 
the acre: One machine cut one acre in 
exactly thirty-two anda half minutes, 


In previous years the banks have been. 
in the habit of advancing money to thé 
canners and taking their warehouse 
receipts assecurity.

proaches a bank for a comparatively 
small loan he is usually greeted with 
the inquiry, ‘“‘Do you Want to barrow 
allthe money in the bank?’’ and he 
seldom gets the money he asks for. 

Everything the canner uses in his 
business is what is termed ‘‘cash.’’ He 
has to pay cash r his fruit, labor, 
sugar and cans. e item. of labor. 
alone is equal to the cost of the fruit. 
There are 4000 persons, mostly women 
and girls of the poorer class, engaged 
in the canneries during the season, and 
their wages amountto about. $20,000 
a week. The largest canneries when 
running at full capacity do a business 
of about $10,000 a day during the 
fruit season, which extends from June 
1 to September 1. 

The canners complain that the banks 
have refused to advance money for the 
conduct of this unquestionably legiti- 
mate business. They insist ‘that the 


out tothis great industry are strainiug 
a point as against legitimate banking, 
and are conducting their institutions 
moretas clearing-houses than as com- 
mercial banks. 

Not only have the banks refused to 
advance money on warehouse receipts, 
but they have refused to accept drafts 
against purchasers of canned goods at 
the East secured by bills of lading. 
That is, the banks have announced. that. 
they willaccept ,these drafts against 
bills of lading onty to a limited extent. 
The country banks,-realizing the im- 
portance of the fruit-canning enter- 
prise and the disaster that might over- 
take their customers in the interior of 
the State, have been more liberal than 
the city banks, for the first time in the 
history of the State. The banks of Los 
Angeles and San Jose have agreed to 
make the customary advances to the 
canners, realizing the great importante 
to the State of this enterprise. 

An idea of the vastness of. the fruit 
industry may be gained from the fact 
that the canners in this part of the 
State alone have on an average packed 
40,000 tons of fruita year. This has 
placed close on to $2,000,000 in the 
hands of the fruit-growers. ~ Another 
point to be considered is thatthe sea- 
son for packing is very short, andif the 
fruit is not packed when itis ripe and 
ready for the market of coursc it is lost. 

Acommunication signed by all the 
canners of this city was sent to the 
clearing-house a short time ago peti- 
tioning that the banks should treat the 
canners with some _ consideration. 
That any reply was ever received to 
that communication could not. be 
learned yesterday.. 

The season is slipping by very fast 
and growers who were offered 2% 
cents a pound for their fruit some time 
since will have great difficulty in sel- 
ling it at all this vear, as a large pro-. 
portion of the canneries of the State 
will remain closed, and those -which 
operate will only do so lightly. Unless 
something is done, and that quickly, 
many thousand tons of fruit wili go to 
waste. 

If the canners do not secure accom- 
modations from the banks they will be 
unable to purchase fruit from the grow- 
ers. It can safely be predicted that 
the lightest pack of canned goods will 
be made this year that has been known 
since the enterprise became an im-. 
portant one. 

One thing that will materially assist 
the canners if they are permitted by 
the banks to pursue their business is 
the fact that the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany, in connection with the Rio 
Grande and the Burlingten and Rock 
Island, will put into effect next Lhurs- 
davarate of $10 a ton on canned 
fruitsto all points reached by their 
lines. Formerly the rate was $25 a 
ton. Last winter it was reduced to 815 
aton, and now the new rate will per- 
mit of canned fruit being shipped for 
$100 a car. 

The season is short, and, no matter 
how much fruit there is, if the canners 
are not given financial assistance thev 
will have to keep their canneries closed 
orrun on short time, and the results 
will certainly be felt by the fruit-grow- 
ers and the laboring classes, as well as 
the canners themselves. Another feat- 
ure will be the increased price of dricd 
fruits. 

The result of this difficulty may be 
more far reaching than appears on the 
surface. ‘The Eastern fruit crop is re- 
ported to be the heaviest ever known, 
and the Eastern packers are nearer the 
financial centers, and hence they are 
better able to vet facilities for business 
than the packers of California. They 
recognize that the great demand for 
California fruits has come from the sa- 
periority and the care of packing. 
This year, with the packers here handi- 
capped, as they are evidently going to

An Immense Tomato Vine. 


not hitherto ranked high as an exponent 
of California climate, and yet it has 
made a creditable record in such ca- 
pacity.’ The degradation of the tomato 
to the level of garden sass, and rob- 
bing it of position as flower or fruit, 
have apparently. prevented its associa- 
tion with the all-the-vear strawberry, 
the winter-blooming rose and the win- 
ter-ripening orange as evidence of frost- 
free winters..

clime. It puts forth its golden bloom 
and fills its golden scarlet skin with de- 
licious juice, thus declaring its appre- 
ciation of high winter temperatures. 
In the thermal beits of the State it is 
prone to live and bear fruit inco the 
second summer, thus starting ona per- 
ennial course. This behavior is also of 
more than thértiometrical moment, 
for usually the earliest tomatoes 
in the San Francisco market are 
the fruit of the holdover vines growing 
inthe .warmer regions of the South.

Hay for Poultry. 

Following is the conclusion of the ar- 
ticle commenced recently from the 
Poultry Keeper, on hay as .a special 
food fur poultry: 

“Unfortunately for the hen, she pulls 
her food from plants. Give a hen a 
mess of clover hay, thrown into her 
yard loosely, and she cannot eat it. 
She must have one end of the stalk 
fastened to the ground, as she cannot 
pull off the leaves if the stalk yields to 
her.efforts. She can go into the. field 
and pull from the standing grass, but 
after it is cut she cannot eat it, except 
at.thq risk of swallowing pieces several 
inches lgng, which way cause her to 
become crop-bound; but if the hay is 
cut into short lengths she can pick it 
up the same as she does corn or wheat. 

“Clover hay may be cut fine and fed 
dry, but the proper way to prepare it 
is to cut it in the afternoon. At night 
scald it in a tub or bucket, by pouring 
boiling water over it; throw a cover 
(old carpet or anything) over the tub, 
allow it to stand all night and-in the 
morning it will still be warm; and pos- 
sess @ savory odor that will almost 
tempt you to eat it yourself. To every 
bucketful of dry, cut hay add one 
quart of the following mixture: Gr@und 
corn, ground oats and. bran, ten 
pounds; linseed meal, one pound: salt, 
one ounce; mix well. Feed in a trough, 
and give the hens all they wish to eat, 
twice a day. Each hen wijl walk 
away wien she has eaten all

(Pacific Rural Press:) It Is an- 
nounced that it will require an order | 
from the Supreme Court to get the State | 
to pay out any more money on account | 
of coyote scalps. The State Board of 
Examiners has set its foot down on the | 
business and says that the only power | 
which can make it audit these claims is 
the highest tribunal of the State. 

Since the passage of the act by the 
Legislature of 1891 the State nas paid 
out in coyote bounties something like 
$200,000, and at the same rate, if the 
State had not quit, much more than 
that sum would have been paid out by 
the time the next Legislature meets. 
OThe last claimsthe State paid were 
for the quarter ending September, 
1892, and since that time over $80,- 
000 in claims have agcumulated. 

As the law directs® the examiners to 
take up the claims every month, these | 
coyote claims will be takem up end 
passed, without approval, from month 
to month. Had the Legislature pro- | 
vided a special appropriation the exam- | 
iners would be compelled to audit these | 
claims, but as no such action was taken, |

S. Gov't Report.

NEW BOND 


Prepared by County Tax Col- 
lector Hewitt. 


This Action Made Necessary by the With- 
drawal of Maj. Bonebrake from 
the Original Instrument. 


The Reasons. 


It is not generally known that County 
Tax Collector Hewitt has prepared a 
new official bond, which has been ap- 
proved by the foursuperior judges now 
holding court, but such is, neverthe- 
less, the fact. 

The tirst intimation of the change 
came in the form of a rumer set afloat 
yesterday to theeffect that Maj. George 
Hi. Bonebrake, one of the heaviest sure- 
ties on the former instrument filed by 
Col. Hewitt, had applied for permission 
to withdraw and be reliered from fur- 
ther liability as a bondsman. Conse- 
quently very soon there was a variety 
of baseless stories in circulation regard- 
ing the supposed cause of the major’s 
withdrawal. Then it was learned that 
the Tax Collector had already prepared 
a new bond, which had been ap- 
proved by Judges McKinley, Shaw, 
Smith and Van Dyke, and that only the 
returnof the other two judges was. 
awaited in order that the document 
might be placed on record. 

It appears that at the time of the re- 
cent bank flurry Col. Hewitt had 
deposited in the Los Angeles National 
Bank some 8700 or $800 of county 
money. According to law, the Tax 
Collector is obliged té"make a scttle- 
ment with the County Treasurer on the 
firs. Monday of each month, or not 
later than five daysthereaiter. Incase 
this provision is not complied witb the 
District Attorney is empowered and di- 
rected to bring suit to compel such 
settlement in satisfaction of all de- 
mands. Realizing that a great incon- 
venience might result, Col. Hewitt says 
that he felt obliged, not that he had the 
slightest doubt as to the stability of the 
bank, but from a motive of personal 
protection, to withdraw the deposit 
mentioned. 

This, of course, annoyed Maj. Bone- 
brake, and a few days after the excite- 
ment had subsided F. C. Howes, cash- 
ier of the bank, called to Col. Hewitt, 
who was passing at the time, to come 
into the bank, and there inquired as to | 
the reason why the deposit was with- 
drawn and that no more had been 
made. The situation was explained by 
the colonel, after which Mr. Howes 
suggested that it perhaps would be no 


more than appropriate for the individ- | 


ual members of the bank to be relieved 
from acting further as sureties on the 
colonel’s bond. To this Col. Hewitt 
assented, and further remarked that 
he had anticipated the move, and had 
already provided anew bond, leaving 
off the names of Maj. Bonebrake and 
Mr. Howes. 

Subsequently, it appears, Maj. Bone- 
brake filed an application with the 
judges to be allowed to with- 

raw. 

On the new bond of the Tax Collector 
appear the names of the following, who 
have qualified in the _ respective 
amounts: H. J. Woollacott, $20,000; 
T. D Mort, $20,000; “V. V. Cochran, 
#20,000; C, J. Shepard, $20,000; W. 
G. Cochran, $20,000; J. F. Towell, 
210,000; A. W. Ryan, 320,000; Fred 
Lambourn, #10,000; S. B. Caswell, 
#10,000; H. Nadeau, $10,000; J. G. 
Downey, €30,000; J. M. Griffith, 
$20,000; Hancock Baaning, $20,000. 
The required bond is fixed at $200,000, 
or penal sum of $100,000, and the last 
bond of the Tax Collector aggregates 
$30,000 over and above those amounts. 

Col. Hewitt maintains that be cher- 
ishes no animosity toward anyone re- 
garding the necessity for the change of 
bond, and says that his action in with- 
drawing the deposit was merely in order 
that he might keep his account with 
the county straight and beyond ques- 
tion.
